Bath rooms, provided with hot and cold 
water, are conveniently ranged on each floor, 
and a supply of pure free stone water is forced by 
steam power a distance of twenty-three hun- 
dred feet to the summit of the hill upon which 
the hotel stands. 

It is within a few hundred yards of the elec- 
tric rooms, and aboutathird of a mile from 
Hillman station.

ments now surpass any city in the south, and 
there is the mighty river. the father of waters, 
that receives and bears everything away that 
is noxious or®pestilential. What a feast, what 
a luxury of thought and emotion it is to stand 
upon the bluff and survey the scene. By day 
and by night I have enjoyed it and my pleas- 
ure was only marred by my 
loneliness, the absence of the dear 
ones at home, whose presence would 
have added a double charm to what nature 
and art have done. The moving of the wide 
waters so slow, so grand, so dignified, the 
sunlight dancing upon the glassy surface, the 
beautiful packets and smali steamers that 
were landing or leaying or plying up and 
down, the sad, solemn organ-like tone of steam 
whistles that gave warning of their coming, 
the hurried throng of passengers as they 
sought the shore aud the busy life of dray- 
men and carts as they loaded and unloaded. 
Allthis and more is a continual panorama 
spread out below you and far out and up and 
down the river, while the spring-like beauty 
of the Arkansas shore gives a lovely back- 
ground tothe scene. I have fallen in love 
with Memphis. There-is more commerce here 
than in any city- ot its size and population. 
Her trade is igmensve and is increasing rap- 
idly. I visited Fort Pickering, one of her 
suburban towns, that within two years has 
added five thousand to her population. Every 
house is new, and nearly all have fire Sproot 
coverings and are of comfortabje size and at- 
tractive finish. I saw no signs of poverty, 
and wondered where the poor folks lived. 

Elmwood is the beautiful home of the dead 
and is thickly, véry thickly, settled, for the 
confederate dead are there, and alsothe vic- 
tims of the pestilence. It is shaded with elms 
and forest trees, and adorned with shrubbery 
and flowers, and the surface rounded and 
curved by nature into hills and dells that give 
an ever-changing beauty to the place. It is a 
sweet place to rest these weary frames, and 
wait, wait until there is another call to life. 
Cemeteries and funeral processions, and crape 
upon the door, and coffin warerooms all seem 
to have a living though silent voice, and 
they speak to us and say ‘‘stop—stop justa 
moment and think.” Then there is the sol- 
emn sad peal of the funeral knell that goes out 
from the high latticed windows of God’s 
temples and says to all: “Stop, stop a moment 
and drop a tear, for another one has gone.” I 
never hear it but what. the first sympathetic 
thought comes over me for the living—not for 
the dead, for I know there is grief somewhere 
-—-there are hearts almost broken. Oh! grief 
that comes from love; how sad, how sweet it 
is. Oh! grief that comes from sin and crime; 
how cruel, how unrelenting. Friends, let us 
all be good and loving and kind. 

But a man does not wish to linger long 
around such places. He has not got 
time andit is not according tonature. He 
must go to work and move around lively and 
be cheerful and look so and talk so. Mankind 
has but little patience with long faces or sad 
ones. I have known men whose very pres- 
ence would throw a cloud over ail cheerful- 
ness and all hilarity. 

I gotalong very well at the famous Pea- 
body hotel, for it is a first-class house in all re- 
spects, but on my transient visits to these 
fine taverns I never will get reconciled to 
somethings. I don’t know how to behave my- 
self according to modern standards. I get 
along pretty well with everything 
but the diningroom. There I feel like some 
folks are watching me on the sly, and so [I try 
to look composed and to feel calm and serene, 
but it is hard work. The waiters are so 
abundantly polite and genteel that I ain afraid 
they will find out that I am countryfied. They 
wear swaliow-tail regulation coats just like the 
fashionable men at a fancy dress ball. I never 
see anybody wear those coats but the colored 
waiters in a hotel and the fine gentlemen who 
sling the light fantastic toe in a ball- 
room—and as lam not familiar with those 
occupations, I still go about in my 
usual clothes. The bills of fare always bother 
me. Somethings I can make out, and so I al- 
ways get enough, but I don’t like to pay three 
or four dollars a day for all the fine vittles 
that other folks get, and I can’t pronounce or 
call for, and don’t know what kind of a new 
fangled thing itisno how. Now what in the 


name of Epicuras, is ‘‘menu,”’ the first thing | 


on the list. It comes justahead of the soup, 
and I reckon is a kind of appetizer to 
a man feel hungry whether he 
not, though most people 
that at the bar. And then 
after soup comes hachis a la creole. Is 
that our common hash or the Chinese hashees, 
or a mixture of both? I reckon it is some- 
thing yailer. Then there was spaghetti, and I 
had to skip that, for I was dubious about it. 
Then there was cracked wheat porridge and 
barley mush and oatmeal porridge, but as I 
wasent sick [ let them all slide. They are for 
poor folks, anyhow. Then there was fried 
mantaise and nivernaise, which I suppose was 
‘injun,’’ though they diden’t have an 
counehany, which is injun, too,- an 
means big hominy made of corn cracked 
in a wooden mortar, and is good. 
There was ‘‘frizzled beef’’ on the programme. 
but I was afraid to tackle it. I have seen friz- 
zied chickens with their feathers all turned 
wrong side out and backwards, but I never 
saw a frizzied cowor steer. But I got enough, 
yes, enough, for there was chicken and eggs, 
and potatoes, and toast, and coffee always on 
hand and according to nature. Most all the 
gentlemen fastened a towel upto their neck 
just like my wife pins one up to the little 
children’s necks. They button the top 
button of their coats and __ tuck- 
ed a corner of the towelin their collars, but 
my coat wouldn't button, and so I had to lay 
mine in my lap, just like the ladies did, and 
let my bosom and breast take their chances. 
The waiters brought galvanized cans about a 
foot high and set them down by the chairs of 
some of the gentlemen. There was water and 
ice in themand I thought it was ice cream un- 
til I saw the gilded neck of a bottle sticking 
up and soop I saw the sparkling tiuid poured 
out, but they didn’t bring me any. They said 
something about Madam Cliquot, but I didn’t 
her. When the waiter asked 
what I would have for 
I looked unconcerned and 
said, ‘‘Oh, anything you please; I’m not very 
articular.’”’ That let me out of French, and 
yutch and Italian, and Injun and heathen 
Chinee. I am nearlyas unsophisticated as the 
country girl who, the first time she every visit- 
ed a fine hotel, sawa fellow reach over and 
take some celery out of the tall glass and begin 
to eat it, and she was shocked and said to her 
feller: “Just look at that man eating up the 
bouquet. He hain’t got any manners.”’ 
Memphis handles six hundred thousand 
bales of cotton ina season. Just think of it! 
I tell you there are lotsof good pickings in 
that much cotton—good pickings for every- 
body but the poor farmers who makeit. But 
such is life and always will be I reckon.

Don Mariano again refused the 
loan, but he was summoned to the palace, sent 
to the penitentiary, and, with one side of his 
head and face shaved, was made to work in the 
streets as a member of the chain-gang, much 
to the joy of his many debtors. He bore up 
bravely under this treatment for nearly two 
months, when he turned over to the president 
This little experience 
proved of great value On a@ subsequent occa- 
sion. 

On the death of a certain president each one 
of his cabinet ministers was anxious to suc- 
ceéd—but any succggsor had to have the army 
on his side. The vice-president went to Don 
Mariano for $150,000. It was delivered in ten 
minutes, the army was paid—the vice-presi- 
dent succeeded, and the former cabinet was 
banished. It is next to impossible to form any 
exact idea of this man’s wealth—he is afraid 
of banks, and never intrusts them with a cent. 
We know he owns two or three coffee estates, 
much real estate, but no one knows but him- 
self, how much money he can show ata mo- 
ment’s notice. 


Fish from Artesian Wells. 
From the Winnipeg Sun. 

About two years ago J. McMillan began 
sinking an artesian well on his premises, and 
after boring a long time the depth of fifty-five 
feet was reached, when the machine used in 

ouging into the bowels of the earth suddenly 

ropped of its own accord several inches, fol- 
lowed almost immediately by a large tlow of 
water, coming apparently from some under- 
ground stream. Other flowing wells having 
been discovered in the city, nothing unusual 
was thought of this, although the water came up 
with almost terrific force, throwing a stream 
which promised not only to furnish a good 
supply for the surrounding neighborhood, but 
shortly to turn the locality into a small lake. 
A covering was secured for the well, and all 
was secured until some time after, when cer- 
tain repairs were being made, and taking the 
top off again the water boiled up as furiously 
as ever, throwing out thousands of small pick- 
erel. The little fish were alive, and came up 
in innumerable quantities for a con- 
siderable time. Last winter they 
made their appearance as usual, 
and also this winter, the last catch being dis- 
played at Ald. Ryan’s store. -The pipe in the 
artesian wellis three and one half inches in 
circumference. The discovery is oue unheard 
of in this country before, and hundreds of 
people will doubtless visit the well and see the 
strange sight of fish coming out of a pipe sunk 
fifty-nve feet underground. The opinion is 
expressed that a small or large stream runs 
underneath the ground, probably coming from 
Lake Manitoba. @wing to the force of the 
water it would be impossible to sink spawn to 
the bottom of the well from the fish which 
might have originated. In conversation 
with an old resident of Winnipeg recently 
it was learned that a similar discovery to that 
related above was made in this city about 10 
years ago. A well was sunk to a considerable 
depth, and small fish came forth in the water 
in countless numbers. It is a well known fact 
that not halfof the water flowing into the 
Asinboine river flows out atis mouth. At 
Carberry and'other points west large quantities 
of water work through the sand along the 
banks of the river, until the limestone strata, 
along the top of which it is an asserted fact, 
humerous small streams of water find their 
way to this city, about the depth of the com- 
mon street well, and hence the strange dis¢oy- 
ery above is accounted for. ;

Refiections for the People and 
Law-Makers. 


Railway Strikes and Their Causes—Railway 
Accidents and Their Causes—Labor 
Organizations in Politics. 


Epirors Constitution: Through your 
widely cireulated journal,I would like to 
make to the peopleand law-makers of this 
country an unprejudiced statement regarding 


railway strikes and accidents, and their causeg, 


For years I was in the employ of the trans- 
portation department of one of the most pow- 
erful, systematic tnd wisely governed railway 
corporations in the United States. I left its 
service at my own Volition, with the kindliest 
of feelings for the officials, and bearing with 
me expressions of esteem from them. While 
in their service daily I made the internal 
workings and policies of railway corporations 
a close study. Many things which are unknown 
to the outside world, which an investigating 
committee would not ferret. ont, which tend to 
gross injustice and ignominious servitude, 
came Within my own experience and observar 
tion. 

HIlolding aloof from labor organization, I 
carefully calculated the effect of such organi- 
zation upon the men who compose them, their 
clash with corporations which oppress them, 
and the effectof sucha clash upon the com- 
mercial world. It is not for the.purpose of 
making war upou corporations that I now 
write, but go show the people and law makers 
why these railway employes seek through 
labor organizations, strikes and arbitration to 
haye justice done them. 

LEGISLATION YS. ARBITRATION, 

Railway corporations in their infancy were 
reasonable; and as-soon as they systematized 
their business their avariciousness asserted it- 
self, and they began through the best legal 
skill that money could employ to investigate 
carefully for the bounds prescribed by their 
charters, and the latitude given. them by the 
laws of the United States and states, and 
planned their aggressiveanovements. : 

Organization and résistance are the natmzal 
sequences of injustice and oppression. r 
any organization of working men to argue with 
corporations is argumentum ad crumenam. 
The folly of such a ¢ourse is daily demonstra- 
ted by the arrested wheels of commerce. Be- 
tween these powerful factions the strong arm 
of the law must intervene; for, unless these 
extreme and conflicting elements are recon- 
ciled by the golden mien of unbiased and un- 
bought legislation, the breach will grow wider 
and in the end must result disastrously to the 
whole country. 

Arbitration is worse than folly. If it has 
benefits they are enly temporary, and it is a 
mockery to the laws made by the national and 
state representatives. Arbitration does not 
insure to the railroad corporations a permanent 
peace from the clamors of the men ; nor does it 
give employes more..than a temporary just 
treatment. In selfdefense, because they have 
no laws to protect them, employes form them- 
selves into organizations, and through them 
resort to strikes to free themselves from the 
incubus of injustice. Railroad companies and 
employees in their policies and organizations 
strike at the vital principles of the government. 

Corporations have advanced in their progres- 
sive policies beyond what has been provided 
for by the laws. 

Employes take the adjustment of their 
wrongs in their own hands instead of demand- 
ing legislation. National and state represen- 
tatives evince a gross dereliction of duty to 
longer ignore the growing evils of oppression 
and arbitration and not provide suitable laws 
to exterminate them. 

STRIKES AND THEIR CAUSES. 

The prime factors in railroad strikes are the 
gradation system, inadequate compensation, 
extra and excessive work demanded of em- 

loves. 

, The gradation system is a manifold evil, and 
requires wise legislation, and not arbitration, 
to adjust it fairly between employes and cor- 
porations. Itis the custom that. roads have 
made, in establishing a scale of wages, which 
gives a lower per diem to employes during the 
tirst three years of service for locomotive 
engineers; and eight years for conductors, 
allowing them the maximum of pay. only after 
the years named. It is admitted, by both 
management and employe, that apprentices 
cannot reasonably expect to receive the same 
per diem for their services as those who have 
perfected themselves in the trade. 

The managers of roads would have the pub- 
lic believe that this gradation is only to perfect 
men for active service before they are en- 
trusted with the life and property of the public; 
and they use this means of securing the most 
competent, reliable and experienced labor to 
run their trains. Employes declare that this 
pernicious system is not for the purpose of per- 
fecting men, but to keep these men on a lower 
per diem. 

They feel that they are wronged by corpor- 
ations which withhold from them the salary of 
competent mon while they do the work of 
competent men. 

Managers tacitly admit that a man who is 
not rated as “first-class” in their train books 
should not at any time enter active service as 
a first-class conductor. There are very few 
men who are listed in train books as ‘‘first- 
class,’’ and many who are so rated do not re- 
ceive the salary of a first-class conductor; yet 
all conductors do the work of “‘first-class’’ men 
on freight and passenger trains. 

If railway corporations believe these men, 
whom they rule as ‘‘second and third-class,’’ to 
be incompetent and inexperienced, ought they 
to be permitted by the laws of the land to 
make f spate men take the place of those whom 
they know are competent because they secure 
their services at lower wages? Can there not 
and should there not be a law enacted an 
making it a penal offense for any railway cor- 
poration, or managers thereof to knowingly, 
wilfully and intentionally put upon any train, 
freight or passenger, any men who are not 
recognized by them as ‘‘first clash’ conductors, 
and who do not receive the pay of such? With 
such a law enacted and strictly enforced the 
incentive which actuates corporations to this 
discrimination between men would be removed, 
viz: the saving of the few dollars difference 
between the salaries of “high priced’’’ and 
“low priced’’ men. 

This difference in wages is one of the main 
causes of strikes, and if removed by legislation 
strikes will be obviated, 

Itisonly just to those men that the law 
take this in hand, for, if aman is competent to 
run a trainthe day following the expiration 
of his apprentice term, then he should most 
certainly receive full pay as a competent man, 
If he is not competent, then corporations, to 
save a few dollars, should not have the legal 
right to bring inexperienced labor in competi- 
tion with skilled labor and lower the per diem 
of such 1 Norshould railway corporations 
be permi by law to endanger the lives of 
the traveling public by intrusting their trains 
to the care of men who are not rated ‘‘first- 
class’’ according to their own critical estima- 
tion of a. firs man. To show 
the extent that this system is carried, 
if the management of the road em- 

loys an old, experienced, reliable man 

rom another road, one whom they know to be

In every other occupation a day’s work is 
from ten to twelve hours, and the night is the 
laborer’s in whieh to rest. If extra work is re- 
quired, extra pay-is received. With the rail-

Two 
conductors are ou this run. Both of these men 
are rated in the train book ‘‘first-class’’—one 
receives the pay of such, the other does not, 
yet both do the same kind andamount of work 
equally well. 

A conductor has been out in his regular run 
from 7 p. m., and failing to make connections, 
arrived at destination at2p. m., following 
day. After a few hours’ rest, was ordered out 
to take the place of opposite conductor, who 
had been sent out on excursion train. Leaving 
again at 7 p. m., arrived at 12 m. next day, on 
account of delayed connections. Was ordered 
out that p. m. at 4:15,.0on still another run of 
233 miles, and back the next night. 

It is said that recently the president and 
general manager of a southern road, sur- 
ronnded by every luxury that wealth could 
buy or ingenuity could devise for their special 
car, were pulled over their line by an engineer 
who had been on duty for over thirty-sir 
hours. 

These are only a few instances of many that 
can be cited. 

Transportation men are often on active duty 
for more than forty hours, and if these men 
break down under the strain of overwork and 
want of sleep the per diem is deducted from 
their wages. They are not permitted the 
privilege of resting and observing that essen- 
tial seventh day, hence they render fifty-two 
days more service in a year than laborers in 
any other occupation. Though many of them 
serve both as conductors and baggagemasters!? 
give fifty-two days extra work in the year, still 
corporations With all this in their faver cannot 
afford to employ enough force to give their 
men a reasonable rest. 

ACCIDENTS AND THEIR CAUSES. 

The cause of accidents arises from two im- 
portant facts. 

First, the employment of cheap, inexperi- 
enced men to take charge of trains. An in- 
finity of rules and regulation, orders and 
counter orders, mecting points, first and second 
sections of trains, excision trains, freight 
trains out of time, reckless engineers and in- 
competent conductors make the position of a 
railway conductor a most responsible one. 

The public is ignorant of the fact that the 
average railroad emplove who has not reached 
a salary that will decently support him is more 
careless how he runs his train than one who is 
well paid. The man who makes a comfortable 
support for himself and family, who has al- 
ready established a reputation as a careful 
man, is always on the alert for the 
slightest thing that may vause an acci- 
dent. Few_accidents are beyond the diligence 
of careful men to avert. The well-trained ear 
of an experienced railroad man will detect the 
least unusual sound in the midst of the noise 
ofa moving train, and the well-trained eye 
notes the least defect in any part. Corpora- 
tions knowing this prove the error of their 
judgment in employing cheap labor, when 
the cost of one wreck per year would more 
than man their road with first-class employes 
in every department. 

The second cause of accidents is the men 
are over worked. Enforced insomnis, with 


1 want of rest,benumbs the mental faculties, im- 


pairs the memory, ahd trains are run mechan- 
ically, forgetful of orders and meéting points. 
Men have made runs of four hundred and 
seventy-six miles in twenty-four hours, on ac- 
tive duty very nearly every. minute of time be- 
cause of delays, and wlen reaching their desti- 
nation have been ordered out on the same run 
three minutes after arrival. “This was forty- 
eight hours on a run of nine hundred and fifty 
miles, acting inthe double capacity of con- 
duc®or and baggage master. Conductors have 
telegraphed for relief and were refused. ‘Busy 
season, all men out.’’ Whose life can feel se- 
cure on roads when they pursue such homici- 
dal policies ? 

Do not these things interest the traveling 
public whose lives are placed by railway offi- 
cials in the keeping of aman who has not slept 
nor rested for forty-eight hours and who is as 
incapable mentally of grasping the many or- 
ders and counter orders as achild? Conduc- 
tors and engineers have been known to be 
asleep from fatigue when their trains collided 
with others. Should not the law fix the hours 
of work for railway employes to meet such 
demands of corporations uponthem? Railway 
calamities can never be ayerted as long as 
cheap, incompetent, oyer-worked men guide 
trains. 

LABOR ORGANIZATIONS IN POLITICS. 

Employes .of various corporations in the 
United States have been forced by unjust 
treatment into organizations for the purpose of 
pacifically arranging their grievances. Among 
these men are some who are quick to see the 
folly of arbitration instead of legislation. Ein- 
ployes outnumber officials and stockholders 
Each employe represents a vote! One labor 
eam pce sympathises with another, One 
labor organization depends from another as the 
links of a chain depend from each other. 
Ninety per cent of the working people of the 
United States feel themselves oppressed. Let 
one man, with brain, energy and ambition step 
from the solid ranks of the working people, 
and tellthem: ‘“Arbitrationis a myth. We 
need wise legislation to protect us.”’ 

If the present representatives will not enact 
laws to help us, then we must organize, select 
such men as will give us just legislation in the 
halls of the nation and general assemblies of 
the states. 

Let it be a workingman’s ticket,’’ and before 
the battle cry of the ‘“‘workingman’s wrongs,”’ 
shouted by millions, down will go the democ- 
racy, republicanism, prohibition, the solid 
south and into the United States’ senate halls 
of congress. and the general assemblies of the 
states there will goa delegation selected and 
elected by the workingmen, to represent the 
workingmen, to enact laws for the working- 
men,

SQUEEZED BY AN ANACONDA. 


A Trying Moment for an Expert Snake 
Handler. 
From the New York Time3, 

‘it’s the easiest thing in the world when 
you do it properly,’ Hermann Reiche, the dealer in 
wild animals, remarked yesterday morning to an 
employe who was having some little difficulty in 
transferring eight anacondas from the rongh 
wooden box in which they had just arrived at the 
Park-row esiablishment to a glass case placed 
for their reception in the front store just next to 
the one occupied by Jess, the dancing baboon. 

Three months agoachild could have handled 
the spotted beauties with impunity, because then 


they would have been fully under the influence of 


the torpor which overcomes them in the winter 
months, but which departs as soon as the warmth 
of summer begins to be felt. Asthe seven snakes, 
which had not yet been transferred, running from 
twelve to sixteen feet in length, lay coiled together 
ina corser of the box, they looked very pretty and 
quite harmless. Occasionally one of them 
would send a muscular thrill through 
his’ convoluted organism which would _ stir 
the whole mass a little, and now and then 
a forked tongue would dart out § and 
disappearin an instant. Otherwise they looked 
absolutely lethargic and perfectly free from guile. 
So, when young Reiche proceeded to show how 
easy it was to handle the South American boa- 
constrictor, when the proper method was pursued 
it looked as though the man engaged in the work 
hardly needed the proffered instruction. ‘‘You 
simply seize the snake first by the neck, close by the 
head, thus,’’ said Mr. Reiche, suiting the action to 
the word, and causing the serpent massto shudder 
throughout its entire extent. “‘Then,” he added 
as he drew the snake he had grasped out from the 
constrictor tangle of which it formed part, “when 
its middle shows up, thus, you graspit gently but 
firmly, thus, and lift it into the glass case, thus.’’ 

The snake dropped softly into the case, lay as it 
fell, and so did five others, each of them bearing 
patient testimony to the facility with which the 
biggest kind of snakes are handled, when properly 
handled. 

The seventh tookupon himself to prove the con- 
verse of Mr. Reiche’s established proposition. He 
was not handled properly. Mr. Reiche made a 
careless grab for his neck and caught it about three 
inches below the head instead of close to it. In an 
instant the reptile. the largest one of the lot, tos:ed 
torpor to the windsand began very energetically to 
dart itsopen jaws inthe direction of his captor's 
wrist with very unamiable intent. Mr. 
Reiche lifted the writhing snake’s head high 
in the air and siezed it by the 
middle. The snake resented the action and 
freed itself by a muscular effort that was irresistibly 
strong and sudden, Ina moment the snake was 
free of the box and began twining its lith form 
around young Reiche’s leg and body. Reiche, who 
is well aware of the crushing power of aconstrictor’s 
hug, called for help, and evéry employe of the 
establishment was at his side in an instant. They 
knew how to act in the emergency, and in a very 
few moments they bad unwound the anaconda, de- 
spite its powerful struggles, and placed it in the 
glass case, where it af once lapsed into a condition 
of content, very strangely in contrast with its pre 
vious excitement. 

‘*Not so easy to handle anacondas, after all,”’ the 
instructed employe remarked to his master, smiling

pale, and frankly acknowseages that he had had a 
bad scare; “the trouble was that I handied that fel- 
low wrongly. Always catch them close as possible

It was 
necessary while doing this work to have a bel] 
to notify the hands when to go to work. Mr. 
Heys had in his posession a large bell, which 
he leaned tothe general. After the completion 
of the prison the bell was used asa prison sig- 
mal until the close of the war. After every- 
thing became quiet, Mr. Heys sent his sons to 
Andersonville and had the bell brought back 
home to Americus, where it has remained 
since, having been in his family more than 
thirty years. The bell was used by the ‘‘Amer- 
icus Variety works,’’ one of the first enter- 
prises that Americus knew. The Heys broth- 
ers also have in their possession a desk used by 
one of the prisoner clerks in Andersonville.

Even when their 
idol happens to be a model man, they ap- 
pear to take pleasure in recalling the follies 
and sometimes the crimes of some period in 
his career ante-dating his decorous course 
of life. So general is this disposition that 
it is a hard matter these days for a preacher 
ora moral reformer to draw acrowd unless 
it is known that he broke nearly every com- 
mandment in the decalogue before he turned 
over a new leaf. The man who has be- 
haved himself from his youth up stands a 
slim chance of heading a great moral move- 
ment that will excite the enthusiasm of the 
masses.

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About Marrying. 

A correspondent, evidently a young lady, 
writes to Tur ConsTITUTION to make this 
inquiry: ‘‘At what age should pcople 
marry?’ 

This is a very interesting question, as 
well as a perplexing one. It doesn’t trouble 
the young people much, so far as we can 
see, but it worries the older ones considera- 
bly, antl it has’ been worrying them ever 
since the world began. There are a great 
many mistakes made by the ardent young 
ones, but, when an average is struck, it will 
be found that instinct is the prime factor 
in the matrimonial business, and that it is 
oftener right than wrong. 

In Europe, where money and station are 
more important than happiness, marriage is 
merely a matter of arrangement. There is 
neither sentiment nor love init. The old 
people fix everything to suit themselves and 
the children are not consulted. ‘This is the 
custom, and it seems to work very well, all 
things considered. 

But in this home of the beautiful and 
land of the brave the custom is different. 
The young people are practically left to look 
out for themselves, and they do it witha 
confidence, a vigor and a success that is 
nothing less than remarkable. They take 
care of themselves with very little help from 
the old folks. In fact, the interference of 
the old folks is resented to such an extent 
that there are probably more elopements in 
America than in any other country in the 
world. 

Under all the circumstances, it is natural 
that the youngsters should make mistales, 
but we believe there are fewer mistakes 
made here than among those who marry to 
suitthe designs of their parents. Where 
people are left to themselves—especially if 
they are sensible people—marriage is not a 
lottery, but a matter of instinct, and, in the 
majority of instances, instinct is right. 

This, however, is not an answer to the 
question which our correspondent asks; 
and we are willing to confess thatitisa 
question which puzzles us. Perhaps there 
isno answer to it. Certainly there is no 
answer which fits every case. It is just as 
easy to marry too young as it is to marry 
when too old, and there are as many mistakes 
made in one case as in the other. The 
truth is, there is no answer to our corres- 
pondent’s question. Sometimes the mar- 
riage of young people turn out happily and 
sometimes it turns out unhappily.

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One Phase of the Railroad Problem. 

We print in another column a communi- 
cation from Mr. Benjamin F. Tillman, in 
which he discusses the much vexed ques- 
tion of the relMtions of our railroads to 
their employes, and the matter of strikes, 
their causes, ete. 

It will ke interesting, not only to the 
parties concerned, but to the public gener- 
ally. It is one of the great questions of the 
future, and it will engage the attention of 
our legislators and statesmen, and the dis- 
cussion will grow in interest until the 
wrongs on both sides are settled on a sounder 
basis than is in sight at present. 

One great trouble with railroads, or at 
least with some of them, is the fact that 
they are carrying debts greatly in excess of 
the value of their property—debts which do 
not represent money expended on their 
lines, but stocks and bonds better known 
by the modern term ‘‘watered.”’ 

The actual cost of the best line of rail- 
road in England is fifty thousand pounds 
per mile, or nearly two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, and this sum represents 
the actual cost of these roads and their equip- 
ments. But they are the best in the world. 
Now, we have roads in our state that are 
carrying an indebtedness of nearly ninety 
thousand dollars per mile, when, in fact, 
they did not cost exceeding twenty-five 
thousand dollars per mile, and hence about 
sixty thousand dollars per mile of this in- 
debtedness is ‘‘water.”’ To make these 
roads pay as much as their owners expect 
requires no end of “‘squeezing,”’ and it fre- 
quently happens that not only the patrons 
are p d to the utmost limit, but their 
empl so have to carry the burden. 

There is no better way to get at this ques- 
tion than for the legislature to limit the 
amount of indebtedness of these corpora- 
tions to the money spent in construction 
and equipment. The railroad commission 
in making rates has been guided by this 
9 _ there should be some way to pre- 
ven lroads from ressing operati 
when this state of likes extn y 

The legislation of our state should be 


aped in every possible way to protect the 
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property invested in railroads, and it should 
be directed in a line that will most assuredly 
prevent corporations from dealing unfairly 
with their patrons or employes. | 

It isa common saying that corporations 
have no souls, and it is also said that the 
code of morals of a corporation is generally 
fixed by the meanest man ip it, This 
being the case, the legislaturé. should pre- 
pare a kind of home-made soul for these 
corporations based upon the principles of 
justice and equity.

The concert last night was by common con- 
sent the best of the five concerts which Gil- 
more has given in Atlanta.

REV. MR. BARNES. 


The Kentucky Kvangelist Preacher, in the 
Court House HMasement. 


The Rey. George Barnes, the famous Ken- 
tucky evangelist, arrived in the city yesterday 
and held the first of a series of meetingsin the 
basement of the court house last night. 

The attendance was smali. This was due 
partly to the many attractions in the city last 
evening and partly to the fact that his presence 
here was not generally known. On tie piat- 
form with the speaker sat his two daughters, 
who rendered, charmingly, several sweet 
hymns,to organ accompaniment, played by one 
of the accomplished singers. 

Mr. Barnes pronounced an earnest prayer, 
after which he read impressively portions of 
the last chapter of Malaehai. He then selected 
a verse from this chapter: ‘The hearts of the 
fathers shall be tured to their children and 
then the hearts of the children shall be turned 
to the fathets,”’ and spoke to it. He began by 
saying that he did not intend to preach & ser- 
mon, but simply to make a few remarks, as he 
was wearied by travel. 

There was a good deal more in the text than 
was apparent at first sight. It reversed to 
some extentthe natural order of things. It 
was natural that the hearts of children should 
first be turned to their feahters. But in a 
spiritual sense the order in the text was per- 
feetly right. 

The hearts of the fathers should be first 
turned to their childreny and when~ children 
asked questions concerning religious matters, 
parents should always be ready with satisfac- 
tory answers. Otherwise, to use tle language 
of the evangelist, children were sare to *'go 1l- 
fidel.”” The principal cause of skepticism 
among the rising generation was the in- 
ability of parents to give = Ssatis- 
factory answers to _ their children 
concerning religious thought. Children were, 
very apt to follow in the footsteps of their pa- 
rents in religions matters, asin all other mat- 
ters, or if they got the idea that their parents 
were notclear in reference to religion the 
children would certainly be like them in this 
respect too. 

If parents eid not investigate and prepare 
themselves to answer the question of their 
children the latter would likewise be content 
to let investigation alone. ‘“Infidelity,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘is growing every day. The object ofjthe 
devil was to get the people tothe doubting 
point.” “The writings and speeches of 
Robert S. Ingersoll were being read by 
thousands upon thousands of the finest and 
brainiest boys and young men in the land, 
and they were having aterrible effect. This 
was not to'e \ 0 de ed at, hecause the books 
of Ingersoll were spicy and charming and 
wonderfully written. He had a most fasci- 
nating way of putting his side of the ques- 
tion. Four of the best 

DEFENDERS OF CHRISTIANITY 
that this country has ever produced had at- 
tempted to answer Ingersoll. They were Rev. 
De Witt Talmage, Judge Jere Biack, Profes- 
sors Scott and Field. The truth must be told. 
The great infidel had vanquished those dispu- 
tants as far as mere logic goes. There is nota 
parent in the land who would put these cele- 
brated controversies in the hands of his chil- 
dren. Not a church that would distribute 
them among the. people—but the agents of 
skepticism had scattered them broadcast 
through the land and they were having 
A TERRIBLE EFEECT. 

There are thousands of people who “have 
soured on religion.” There are hundreds 
upon hundreds of people right here in Atlanta 
who never enter a church. The devoted 
pastors would be most happy if they could 
reach and save these people, but they would 
say, ‘‘How can we get tothem if they don’t 
come to church.” 

“These are the people,” said Mr. Barnes, 
“that I desire to reach. I doreach just such 
people because I gotothem. They won’t go to 
church, but they will come to a place like this. 
For this reason, I always prefer to preach ina 
public hall or courthouse. I sincerely hope to 
see large crowds of just such people at my 
meetings. I believe in proving all things and 
holding fast to that whichis good. With the 
help of God and the prayers of your people, I 
hope to do a good work in Atlanta—to demon- 
strate from the Bible (outside of which I will 
not go) the truths of Christianity.” 

Mr. Barnes then announced that he will hold 
three meetings in the basement of the court 
house today, one at eleven this morning, at 
four this afternoon, and at eight o’qock 
tonight.
